II. Nicaraguan rebel group of about 80 in Costa Rica near border. 

A. Group includes some Cubans, one of whom killed inside 
Nicaragua during rebel raid across border 3 August. 

B. Nicaraguan rebels, with help of Costa Rican and Cuban offi- 
cials, still determined to oust Soraoza regime and further 
efforts can be expected. 

III. Latest Caribbean incident was in Haiti on 13 August — landing 
by rebel force of at least 30 men.
